MUZZLING THE PRESS 


A sensation has been caused in 
Paris by the arrest and detention of 
the Paris representative of the Uni- 
versal Press. The offence of the jour- 
nalist in question was that he had se- 
cured a copy of the naval agreement 
between France and Great Britain and 
cabled it to his office in New York, 
thereby letting the diplomatic cat out 
of the bag. The arrest was made in 
© sensational and somewhat brutal 
manner and the correspondent was 
‘«third degreed’’ and held incommun- 


icado for seven or eight hours. The 
final result of the matter is _ still 
scemewhat in doubt. 

There can be no doubt that this 


newspaperman did the world a great 
service in securing and giving public- 
ity to the document in question. The 
e‘fect of it has been to effectively 
kill the attempt that was being made 
to strengthen the military power and 
might of France, already far too 
great for the peace of Europe. The 
irony of the situation was that the 
two countries concerned were asking 
other leading nations to approve the 
compact without placing the whole 
agreement fully before them. News- 
paper entenprise, however, slowed 
macters wp and has probably saved 
the world from the beginning of an- 
cther period of war preparation. 

Governments do not try to muzzle 
the press if their deeds and _ docu- 
ments will stand the light of day. For 
the British Government to join in any 
pact with France or with any other 
country, that will involve the hostility 
of the United States is not a good 
thing for the peace of the world. The 
blundering stupidity of the British 
War Office, which was ever manned 
by fools in peace time, is one of the 
survivals of an effete past that should 
find no place in these post war times. 
The militaristic spirit of France, too, 
is another survival that no thinking 
person can ‘ook upon with other than 
abhorrence. The very fact that the 
French Government would resort to 
such extreme measures is a sure indic- 
ation that they have been doing some- 
thing that the public opinion of the 
world would condemn. 

It was sceret diplomacy that made 
the last war; it is time we did every- 
thing in the open. The newspaper- 
man who secures and gives publicity 
to such secret agreements is render- 
ing the highest possible service to 
mankind. We have had enough of war 
to last us for all time. And we have 
had too much secretiveness amongst 
our rulers and leaders. Let the peo- 
ple decide about war. Publish all 
agreements between nations and let 
such agreements be for peace, not for 
war-making. Then we shall have 
peace and not before. The world of 
decent, peace-loving people will ap- 
plaud the courage and entenprise of 
this newspaperman who did one of 
the greatest services to the world that 
any newspaper man has ever done. 
France will receive and deserve the 
condemnation of mankind if she os- 
tracises this man for doing his plain, 
duty.
